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L.A. transit 
strike grinds on

Los Angeles (AP) - Com- 
muters turned to alternative 
transportation Tuesday on the 
second day of a citywide transit 
strike - and bicycles and scoot- 
ers seemed to be among the hot- 
test choices. 

The strike has idled 2,000 
buses, rail and subway lines that 
serve an estimated 450,000 
people across Los Angeles 
County. 

Two of the three employees 
of wholesaler May Queen Fash- 
ion in the fashion district rode 
bicycles to work Tuesday and 
one walked, said manager John 
Lee. 

“It takes longer but what else 
can they do?” Lee asked, noting 
his employees have been a little 
late for work this week. 

Bus drivers and county tran- 


sit managers agreed to meet 
Tuesday on the fourth day of the 
walkout. 

The United Transportation 
Union, which represents 4,300 
bus and rail operators, planned 
to have representatives at the 
meeting but was not ready to re- 
sume contract talks, said spokes- 


man Goldy Norton. Transit man- | 
agers said they were ready to 


negotiate. 

On Monday, the first work 
day of the strike, hundreds of 
thousands of regular rail and bus 
riders scrounged for rides or got 
behind the wheel themselves, 
further clogging Los Angeles’ 
already crowded roadways. 

Freeway traffic volume rose 
3 percent during the morning 
commute on Monday, adding 
about 30 minutes to the drive, the

No es un secreto que la

Labrar a pulso un futuro con 
oportunidades para nuestros hijos 
y adquirir un pedazo de tierra an- 
tes de ir al cielo es el gran sueño 
de casi todos nosotros. 

Tan pronto llegamos al país y 
conseguimos un trabajo nos com- 
prometemos a laborar largas 
jornadas para arrendar una vi- 
vienda y proporcionar a nuestros 
seres queridos la comida, el ves- 
tido y la educación necesarios. En 
un principio la euforia de'progre- 
sar rápidamente nos lleva en mu- 
chas ocasiones a contraer deudas 
que al cabo de unos años convier- 
ten nuestra vida en un constante 
desembolso que estanca el ansia- 
do crecimiento económico.

| prices that have now spread over 
| much of Europe. These angry pro- 


tests show that the so-called Eu- 
ropeans have lost whatever faith 
they still had in the European 
Union (EU). And the focus on 
gasoline shows that while Europe 
gets over 90 percent of its oil from 
the Middle East, its power and 
influence in that region is very 
close to zero. 

From the time of Caesar's 
conquests the Europeans never 
have been durably unified. They 
weren't unified under the Roman 
Empire because the Germans re- 
fused to join. Charlemagne uni- 
fied them in 800, but only 14 years 
later his Europe fell apart. Charles 
V unified Europe for 35 years in 
the 1500s, Napoleon for 10 in the 
early 1800s, and Hitler for five in 
the early 1940s . 

The current protesters send a 
curt message to their political 
elite: "You've botched it again. "If 
this is the beginning of the end of 
the latest attempt to unify Europe, 
it will have lasted less than 50 
years. 

Members of the European 
Central Bank (ECB) commonly 
explain that the euro's fall is due 
to the "super-performance" of the 
American economy. Years ago, 
when the euro was in the planning 
stage, the French and Germans 
had visions of a common currency 
that equaled the dollar. Now it has 
even sunk vis-a-vis the mighty 
Japanese yen. Observers who 
look at the larger picture believe 
the real reason is that a "political 
Europe hardly exists." A strong 
currency requires a strong state, 
an un-wobbling pivot on which all 
other institutions can confidently 
move. But there is no overarching 
state in the EU. Instead there is a 
fragmented European state and 
two Europes. 

The state consists of a bureau-

cracy in Brussels, a parliament in | 
| States think “Mexican” is a dirty 


Strasbourg and the ECB in Frank- 
furt. One of the Europes is the 11 
countries of the "Euro-group” -- 
those now participating in the 
euro experiment. The other Eu- 
rope is the 15 countries that form 
the EU and elect delegates to the 
European Parliament. 

At the conference in Luxem- 
bourg that set the stage for put- 
ting the euro into circulation, both 
the British and the French were 
unwilling to surrender power to a 
European superstate. Since that 
time it has been clear the EU 
would never have a strong state. 


Hard currencies are only hard | 


because people trust them. The 
Deutschmark is the most trusted 
of European currencies, and the 
hope was that the mark would be 
the rising tide that lifts all EU cur- 
rencies. Instead the sick euro has 
dragged down the mark, and 
maybe Europe as well. 

Urfified or not, Europe's fate 
is tied to the Middle East. Most 
of the 250 million old-stock West 
Europeans never had it so good. 
Income and benefits are high. Al- 
most everyone has a car. Health 
care 1s comprehensive and educa- 
tion inexpensive. And most enjoy 
lengthy vacations spent in a lot of 
traveling. All these advantages, 
directly or indirectly, come from 
oil. 

Europeans have long paid 
nearly four times what Americans 
pay for a gallon of gasoline. In 
Britain, some 76 percent of the 
pump price goes for taxes. Com- 
parable ratios exist throughout the 
EU. When oil prices spiked up- 
wards the national governments 
refused to cut taxes. How could 
they without inflicting dire pain 
on the same people protesting the 
soaring oil prices? 

When oil prices were low 
during much of the '90s it was the 
oil exporters who got meager re- 
turns. Consumers in Europe rev- 
eled because pump prices were 
low, and governments reveled 
because more gasoline bought 
meant higher tax revenues. And 
more benefits meant votes for the 
governments in power that ac- 
complished these miracles. 

In this millennium year 
OPEC (especially Saudi Arabia 
and Iran--they now work closely 
together) has regained much of its 
lost power. The big losers are the 
Europeans. At this point the "Eu- 
ropeans" have much more to 
worry about than Europe or the 
euro. 

Now, in their deepening cri- 
sis, when the citizens of the 15 
countries that make up the EU 
think of a state, they do not think 
of the bureaucratic mazes in Brus- 
sels or the lofty chambers in 
Strasbourg but their capitals in 
Paris, London, Berlin, Rome and 
so on. The euro is “left dangling 
in the wind."

In 
fact, there were more Africans 
than Spanish during the colontal 
era in Mexico. , 
The other rationale is that the 
word “Mexican” implies “Indian” 
or “mestizo.” Semantics aside, the’ 
modern usage of these terms 
aren't insulting to most. However, 
in the United States, “Indian” con-, 
jures up savage and “mestizo” is: 
equated with mongrelism and: 
contamination. Arnoldo De Leon 
writes in “They Called Them 
Greasers” (University of Texas 
Press) that the origins of Anglo 


‘attitudes toward Mexicans in 


Texas in the 1800s stemmed, in 
part, because many Mexicans 
mixed with American Indians oF 
with former slaves, and were 
viewed as “beastly.” He quotes 
Sam Houston’s address admon- 
ishing compatriots to not “bow 
under the yoke of these half-In- 
dians.” 

This attitude did not actually 
begin in 19th-century United 
States. It’s been prevalent 
throughout the Americas since 
colonization.

20 years later, new report brings 
hope for missing Guatemalan kids 


Editor’s note: Wars take a 
terrible toll on those least able to 
defend themselves, the truly in- 
nocent victims. In Guatemala, 
hundreds, perhaps thousands, of 
infants and small children disap- 
peared during the long civil war, 
and their parents have had to bear 
the double burden of loss and not 
knowing whether the child is dead 
or alive. A new investigation by a 
church human rights office may 
offer some hope. PNS' New Cali- 
fornia Media editor Mary Jo 
McConahay lived and worked in 
Central America for over a de- 
cade.

Santa Anita Las Canoas, Gua- 
temala -- Twenty years ago some- 
thing in Luis Curruchich died. 
Soldiers took away his three-year- 
old daughter, Aura Marina, and he 
has not seen her since. 

Only very recently, 
Curruchich has dared to believe 
he might see his daughter once 
more. A new report, by the Ro- 
man Catholic Church's Human 
Rights Office, blames the army 
for the disappearance of hundreds 
of children and says they are 
likely to be alive -- in Guatemala 
or adopted into families abroad -- 
and that reunions are possible. 

Curruchich wavers between 
resignation and the new feeling 
that "there is some hope,” which 
led him to participate in meetings 
that led to the 205-page report. 

He remembers clearly the day 
young Aura Marina disappeared. 
"Whenever army entered like that 
we knew they just killed. So we 
ran, children and old people too, 
we didn't wait," recounted 
Curruchich. 

This village like hundreds of 
other Maya Indian settlements 
was judged "subversive," and sol- 
diers came firing machine guns 
and lobbing grenades. In the 
chaos, Curruchich and others 
hurled themselves into a shallow 
ravine. "The hour helped us -- it 


was about five in the afternoon -- 
and it began to rain. They threw 
grenades into the ravine, but they 
didn't search." : 

There was nothing he could 
do for Aura Marina and another 
daughter, Amalia, 5, also taken 
away by soldiers. An infant girl; 
not yet named, disappeared, too. 
His wife Maria Transito, 25, was 
buried in a mass grave still vis- 
ible on the edge of the village with 
thirteen others who died that day. 

For two years, Curruchich's 
mother Maria combed orphanages 
in the capital and other places 
where she heard captured children 
were kept, until she recovered 
Amalia and two other grandchil, 
dren. i 

Acquaintances said they had 
recognized Aura Marina at the 
municipal building in the county 
seat, apparently "adopted" by a 
local woman, but the trail was 
lost. 

Meanwhile Curruchich, sud- 
denly without family, branded as 
an outlaw -- like thousands of 
other highland residents enrolled 
in self-help peasant leagues in the 
1970s -- fled to join guerrilla com- 
batants. 

A team of social workers and 
psychologists closely examined.4 
sample of 86 cases for a year, 
They kept a low profile, to avoid, 
being "overwhelmed" with rela- 
tives searching for the missing. , - 

They concluded that. hun- 
dreds, perhaps thousands of chil- 
dren vanished. The report, fi- 
nanced by a children's welfare 
foundation based in Switzerland, 
says most disappearances were at 
the hands of the military. Some 
infants were given to soldiers whp- 
could not have children or wanted 
to increase the size of their fami- 
lies. Others placed them in oF 
phanages or trafficked them in in-. 
ternational adoptions. a 

At times children were used. 
as bait, their photos distributed on 
fliers to entice their families to

Salachuin, Guatemala (AP) 
- Police giving chase in a rusty 
blue-and-white pickup with bro- 
ken tail lights collared the three 
Suspects just in time. 

Minutes after officers caught 
up with the three men sought for a 
string of robberies in Guatemala's 
mountainous northern corner, a 
mob of Indian villagers showed up 
looking for the same men. 

“Five hundred people ap- 
peared out of nowhere,” said 
Faustino Sanchez, a spokesman 
for Guatemala's national police. 
“We almost had another lynch- 
ing.” 

The near killing in this village 
70 miles north of Guatemala City, 


-the capital, came just two days af- 


ter 200 people in a similarly iso- 
lated Indian village on the other 
side of the country bumed alive 
eight men suspected of being 
criminals. 

The attacks happened more 
than 100 miles apart and involved 
poor groups of villagers who hail 
from different Mayan back- 
grounds and speak different Indian 
languages. But their methods were 
chillingly similar. 

“The lynchings we see in this 
country almost always exhibit the 
same pattern: One or two leaders 
who are able to stir up an angry 
mob 6f villagers in a rural area 
very quickly.” said Raul Sepeda, 
a professor of criminal behavior 
at the University of San Carlos in 
the capital. “We see it especially 
among Indians here.” 

According to U.N. statistics, 
two-thirds of all vigilante attacks 
since 1996 occurred in the eight 
Guatemalan states with the great- 
est Indian populations. The 
country's other 14 states, includ- 
ing the capital region, accounted 
for the remaining 34 percent. 

Of all the mob attacks, 61 per- 
cent were attributed to people of

Indian background and an addi- 
tional 14 percent to those with 
mixed heritage. 

Sepeda said vigilantism began 
to emerge among Mayan Indians 
during Guatemala's 1960-96 civil 
war, when government forces 
turned their fury on Indians, who 
account for 60 percent of the popu- 
lation. During fighting that killed 
200,000, most of them Indian 
peasants, soldiers razed villages 
and tortured and killed men, 
women and children with near 
impunity. 

“It was what Guatemala was 
for the better part of 40 years,” 
Sepeda said. “That doesn't just go 
away for those most affected by 
It” 

While peace accords in De- 
cember 1996 brought an end to 
military operations, mob killings 
have increased. 

According to U.N. statistics, 
34 mob attacks killed 22 people 
in 1996. By last year, the number 
of attacks had risen to 108 - nearly 
one every three days - and 48 
people were killed. 

In the first half of this year, 
24 mob attacks claimed 13 vic- 
tims. Most occurred in predomi- 
nantly Indian areas. 

Local leaders attribute the at- 
tacks to anger over a slow-mov- 
ing justice system that ignores 
those living outside Guatemala 
City. 

But some people say frustra- 
tion alone doesn't explain how 
mobs of well-organized villagers 
spring into action. 

Mayan traditions dating back 
almost 3,000 years can, says Sen. 
Carlos Enrique Mejia, a member 

of the Indian-rights Alliance for a 
New Nation Party. His home state 
of San Macros has seen four mob 
killings in the two years he has 
been in office. 

“The tradition of defending a 
community collectively and look-

ing for communal justice is some- 
thing that Guatemala's indigenous 
societies thrive on,” Mejia said. 
“What we are seeing now is a 
small group of people who exploit 
that tradition.” 

Historians and anthropolo- 
gists have long asserted that Gua- 
temalan governments exploited 
long-standing tensions between 
different Indian groups to escalate 
its anti-insurgency campaigns dur- 
ing the civil war with leftist guer- 
rillas. 

That practice worked espe- 
cially well in the early 1980s in 
the western highland states, where 
a number of different Mayan 
groups live in close proximity to 


one another, said Ronaldo San- | 


chez, an anthropologist for the 
Forensic Anthropology Founda- 
tion of Guatemala. '

Gore touched on more than a 
dozen issues, including education, 
health and, repeatedly, the expan- 
ston of civil rights for all Ameri- 
eans. 
~, “With your help, I'm hoping 
to come back here next year in a 
different capacity,” he said. 
+" Following Gore to the po- 
dium, Clinton said: “Thank you 
for standing with Al Gore and me 
in our simple and profound mis- 
sion to make sure that everyone 
in Our country has a chance.” 

Gore's address highlighted a 
weekend rallying black support 
for himself and his running mate, 
Sen. Joseph Lieberman of Con- 
necticut. 

Political analysts say that 
Gore may be able to count on a 
high percentage of the black vote 
in his race against Republican 
nominee George W. Bush. But

turnout is vital to his chances - es- 
pecially in swing states like New 
Jersey, Missouri, Florida and 
Georgia.

The polls showed that Gore 
had an edge in Michigan, a state 
that has been a dead heat for 
weeks; had wide leads in Pennsy]l- 
vania and Illinois, supporting ear- 
lier polls; and had pulled into a tie 
in Ohio, the Midwestern state that 
most favors Republican presiden- 
tial candidates. 

“Right now, there's a lack of 
confidence in George W. Bush,” 
said pollster Ed Sarpolus of EPIC- 
MRA. who conducted the surveys. 
He said if Republicans’ faith in 
Bush remains shaky come Elec- 
tion Day, “they're not going to vote 
for Al Gore so they probably won't 
vote.” 
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In an address beamed by sat- 
ellite into the California Republi- 
can convention in Palm Spring, 
California, Bush attacked Gore's 
initiatives on Medicare, Social 


Security, taxes and education, and | 


told Republican activists that Gore 
is taking a California victory for 
granted.

El día de hoy quiero dedicar 
el artículo a contestar una pregun- 
ta de una de nuestras lectoras. El 
nombre no se publica respetando 
su privacidad. 

Pregunta: 

- En días pasados estaba en 
casa de una amiga y le pregunté 
si podía usar su máscara para los 
ojos (rimel). Ella me contestó que 
no, porque no es recomendable 
compartir los cosméticos por 
razones de salud. ¿Es esto cierto? 

Respuesta: 

No se sienta disgustada con 
su amiga, porque tiene razón. No 
sólo se protege ella, sino la prote- 
ge a usted de posibles problemas, 
sobre todo en la piel de los párpa- 
dos, las pestañas, la conjuntiva y 
córnea del ojo. 

Los cosméticos pueden estar 
contaminados con bacterias que 
las brochas, aplicadores o espon- 
jas recogen de la piel. Muchas 
mujeres mojan con saliva algunos 
cosméticos para aplicarlos, como 
el lápiz de ojos. Lo que para una 
persona no es dañino, para la otra 
lo puede ser. 

“lodos los cosméticos tienen 
fecha de vencimiento y si son 
naturales tiene menor duración. 
Los preservantes retardan el 
proceso de desnaturalización pero 
no para siempre. Las bacterias 
pueden contaminarlos cuando los 
preservantes están vencidos. Los 
cosméticos pueden también tener 
cambios en su estructura química, 
con el potencial de producir 
reacciones alérgicas o irritación 


ho 
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de la piel. 

El accidente reportado más 
frecuentemente con el uso de 
cosméticos, son pequeñas lesio- 
nes (raspaduras) de la córnea pro- 
ducidas por la máscara de los ojos. 
Estas raspaduras pueden provocar 
infecciones con el potencial de da- 
ño al delicado tejido de la córnea, 
pérdida de las pestañas y en caso 
extremo ceguera. 

Las compañías que producen 
cosméticos tienen normas y con- 
trol de calidad muy estrictos, sin 
embaggo, una vez que los cosmé- 
ticos se abren, tendrán el potencial 
de contaminación externa. 

Siga las siguientes recomen- 
daciones para el uso de los cos- 
méticos: 

- Lave sus manos antes de 
maquillarse. Las manos y la zona 
debajo de las uñas pueden ser 
fuente de contaminación, sobre 
todo a los ojos. 

- Mantenga los contenedores 
herméticamente cefrados cuando 
no los tenga en uso y fuera de la 
luz solar directa para que no se 
desnaturalicen los preservantes, 
especialmente los cosméticos con 
preservantes naturales. 

- Descarte cosméticos que 
cambian de color o despiden un 
olor diferente o desagradable. 

- No utilice cosméticos para 
los ojos si tiene una infección 
(conjuntivitis) y descarte los 
cosméticos due estaba usando, 
justo antes de darse cuenta que 
tenía la infección. 

- No agregue líquido a los 
cosméticos, a menos que sea la 
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indicación del fabricante. Puede 
introducir bacteria no deseada. 

- Descontinue inmediatamen- 
te el uso de cosméticos si le están 
causando irritación 

- Limpie los cosméticos que 
tienen residuos por fuera o en la 
parte de adentro de la tapa o si tie- 
nen suciedad visible. 

- No moje con saliva los cos- 
méticos. La bacterias de la boca 
pueden contaminar el cosmético 
y ser probable fuente de infección 
en una aplicación subsecuente. 

- No guarde los cosméticos en 
lugares con elevadas temperaturas 
y por largos períodos de tiempo. 
Muchas mujeres tienen su "set de 
repuesto” en el auto y lo mantie- 
nen allí, muchas veces con eleva- 
das temperaturas, que hacen a los 
cosméticos más susceptibles del 
deterioro (los preservantes se 
desnaturalizan). 

- Si usted padece de alergia, 
tenga especial cuidado en escoger 
sus cosméticos. 

- Noutilice viejos contenedo- 
res para guardar nuevas cremas o 
cosméticos. 

- Si no ha usado algún cos- 
mético por muchos meses, es me- 
jor que lo descarte. Puede tener 
bacterias que han florecido 
cuando los preservantes vencie- 
ron. 

- Por la noche, antes de acos- 
tarse, remueva todo el maquillaje, 
especialmente el de los ojos. Al 
dormir, la máscara puede intro- 
ducirse al ojo y producir irri- 
tación.

(FEMPRESS) En medio de 
la recesión económica, con cifras 
de desempleo históricas (13.5 por 
ciento) y una particular sensibi- 
lización por el incremento de la 
pobreza, la llegada a Uruguay de 
Nancy Barry, presidenta del Banco 
Mundial de la Mujer, resultó es- 
peranzadora. Su apuesta a la mi- 
croempresa como una posible sali- 
da a la crisis resulta un verdadero 
desafío. 

Al respecto, Barry destacó la 
importancia del trabajo informal

“Siempre estuve impresiona- 
da por el coraje de la mujer de ba- 
jos ingresos.

vuelta, a la que finalmente no se 
presentó por considerarla frau- 
dulenta. 

Su liderazgo duró hasta 
agosto pasado, cuando los demás 
partidos políticos opositores se 
negaron a cederle su representa- 
ción en el diálogo político pro- 
movido la Organización de Esta- 
dos Americanos (OEA) para 
fortalecer la democracia peruana. 

En sus primeras declaracio- 
nes tras arribar de Estados 
Unidos, Toledo dejó claro que 
será candidato otra vez y que 
pretende además ser represen- 
tante único de la oposición en los 
comicios. 

“Yo quiero ser presidente, 
voy a ser presidente y estoy 
preparado para gobernar”, afir- 
mó, al tiempo de anunciar que 
planteará a los demás partidos 
opositores “la construcción de 
una candidatura única de reconci- 
liación y unidad nacional para las 
próximas elecciones”. 

“Es una propuesta sobre la 
cual habrá que intercambiar 
Opiniones con los demás partidos 
políticos y la sociedad civil”, 
precisó. 

La posición de Toledo fue 
recibida por los otros dirigentes 
de la oposición política en unos 
casos con reservas y en otros con 
evidente desacuerdo. 

El congresista Fernando 
Olivera, que en los últimos días 
desplazó a Toledo del liderazgo 
opositor al hacer la denuncia de 
soborno contra el asesor presi- 
dencial Vladimiro Montesinos 
que precipitó la decisión de Fu- 
jimori, declaró el lunes que “no 
es el momento de hablar de candi- 
daturas”, pero señaló que él “está 
listo para gobernar”. 

Indicó, además, que un po- 
sible gobierno de su partido, el 
Frente Independiente Moraliza- 
dor (FIM), “definitivamente con- 
vocará a los mejores peruanos, sin 
distingo político o de cualquier 
otro tipo”. 
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El alcalde de Lima, Alberto 
Andrade, jefe del partido opositor 
Somos Perú, declaró simple- 
mente que “esa es su decisión”, 
al ser consultado sobre el anuncio 
de Toledo de que compétirá en las 
elecciones presidenciales. 

“Yo creo que antes de hablar 
de candidaturas debemos sentar- 
nos a trabajar sobre la base del 
pacto de gobernabilidad que 
suscribimos en la campaña elec- 
toral pasada”, agregó. 

En la campaña previa a las 
elecciones de abril pasado, los 
principales partidos de la opo- 
sición mantuvieron reuniones en 
busca de lograr una candidatura 
unitaria que compitiera con 
Fujimori, pero nunca llegaron a 
un acuerdo y al final se presen- 
taron por separado. 

A juicio de los analistas, la 
ausencia de Fujimori en los co- 
micios alentará probablemente las 
aspiraciones individuales de los 
líderes de la oposición, y será muy 
difícil que esas fuerzas políticas 
se unifiquen. 

El presidente del Consejo de 
Ministros, Federico Salas, in- 
formó la víspera de que el Go- 
bierno reducirá sustancialmente el 
mínimo legal de firmas de 
adherentes que se requiere para 
participar en unas elecciones. 


En caso de que ello se pro- | 


duzca, se espera que en las pró- 
ximos comicios compitan, ade- 
más de los partidos actualmente 
habilitados para hacerlo, otras 
agrupaciones políticas indepen- 
dientes que no pudieron hacerlo 
en las elecciones anteriores.

Washington y no pudo escuchar 
tantos elogios. 

Pero quien se llevó la gran 
parte de los aplausos y gritos de 
los niños fue Elena Robles, eco- 
nomista, líder comunitaria y estu- 
diosa de los bailes, música y cul- 
tura mexicana. Casanueva la pre- 
sentó merecidamente como el co- 
razón cultural de California, por 
su permanente aportación comu- 
nitaria a los valores mexicanos. 

A las nueve de la noche, el 
Cónsul mexicano Casanueva, ante 
una emocionada muchedumbre 
que aplaudía y gritaba, lanzó “El 
Grito”: “¡Viva los héroes que nos 
dieron patria y libertad! ¡Viva 
Hidalgo! ¡Viva Morelos! ¡Viva 
Allende! ¡Viva Guadalupe Vic- 
toria! ¡Viva México! ¡Viva Mé- 
xico! ¡Viva México!”. Acto segui- 
do, el resonar de las campanas. 
Todos los asistentes entonaron el 
Himno Nacional. 

Cada año, en la noche del 15 
de septiembre, se efectúa y 
celebra en toda la nación azteca y 
en los pueblos donde se encuentre 
un mexicano, lo que se conoce 
como el “Grito de Dolores”, 
proclama en la que se recuerda el 
llamado del sacerdote Miguel 
Hidalgo y Costilla, pronunciado 
en la madrugada del 16 de 
septiembre. 

“El Grito” es considerado el 
inicio de una guerra de once años 
y que concluyó con la Indepen- 
dencia de México el 21 de sep- 
tiembre de 1821. 

En el punto de vista del Cón- 
sul de México para asuntos co- 
munitarios, Jeremías Guzman, 
dice: “La ceremonia de El Grito 
es un homenaje a los precursores 
que entregaron su vida por sus 
ideales. Es una fiesta que inicia la 
formación y el nacimiento a nues- 
tra tierra como nación, a esa liber- 
tad a la que todos tenemos de- 
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recho”. 

La guerra por la emancipa- 
ción tenía diferentes influencias 
de las ideas de cada grupo inde- 
pendentista. Para los indígenas era 
la es-peranza de la restitución de 
sus tierras y el termino de su 
explotación. Para los criollos, sig- 
nificaba una autonomía política. 

La historia relata la valentía 
de los criollos, los españoles na- 
cidos en tierras mexicanas; de 
Morelos quien era mulato y 
campesino; Vicente Guerrero era 
mestizo, hijo de español con 
indígena; pero muy poco se ha 
dicho sobre el valor y contribu- 
ción del indio. 

Al preguntarle al Cónsul Guz- 
mán, sobre si los textos escolares 
mexicanos destacan el heroísmo 
de algún caudillo indígena. Nos 
contestó que los escritores aun no 
han resaltado mucho a los indíge- 
nas que se integraron en las filas 
de los insurgentes. 

Pero inquieto a la interrogan- 
te, el Cónsul, consultó a sus enci- 


clopedias y nos envió una nota de 


información, en la cual, en el dia- 
rio de Juan Nepomuceno, secre- 
tario de Morelos, mencionaba en 
un corto fragmento: “Durante la 
toma de Acapulco, en 1813, Doña 
Manuela Medina, india natural de 
Taxco, a quien la Junta le otorgó 
el título de capitana, por sus ser- 
vicios a la nación, por organizar 
una compañía y estar presente en

que realizó un viaje de 400 kiló- 
metros para conocer al general 
Morelos, y dijo que, después de 
haberlo visto, ya moriría con ese 
gusto, aunque la despedazase una 
bomba”.

It rarely happens, but at the 
« Opening Night performance of 
Opera San Jose, September 9 at 
the Montgomery Theater, every- 
thing, including the weather, was 
perfect. What made Eugene 
Oñegin the three act opera, with 
music by Peter Ilych Tchaikovsky 
and libretto. by Konstantin 
Shilovsky and the composer, so 
spectacular was a combination of 
talents. 
For visuals, the opera has the 
elaborate sets of Joe Ragey, the 
creative costumes of Elizabeth 
Poindexter, and the Wigs and 
Makeup of Sara Beukers. On the 
acoustical part, Conductor David 
Rohrbaugh managed to bring out 
from the orchestra the delicate 
colouring of the orchestration. 
Tchaikovsky's music prepared by 
Craig Bohmler, Jeff Connell, Irina 
Prilipko, Lisa Riley and Thomas 
Webb sounded ethereal. The arias 
were enhanced by the magnificent 
voices of the singers that under the 
direction of David Cox gave re- 
alistic performances. The opera 
was great; it was no wonder it re- 
ceived from the audience a stand- 
ing ovation. 
Eugene Onegin, takes place 
in a country estate in St. Peters- 
burg, in Russia in the XVIII cen- 
tury. The principal characters are 
Madame Larina (Megan Dey- 
Toth) and her two daughters 
Tatiana (Barbara Divis) and Olga 
(Kristin Rothfuss). Filipievna, the 
girls nanny (Monica Barnes) 
Olga's fiancée Lenski (Thomas 
Truhitte) and his friend, Eugene 
Oñegin (Mel Ulrich). The story 
is simple: When Lenski, (Truhitte) 
visits Olga (Roghfuss) he brings 
along a friend Ofiegin (Ulrich). 
Tatiana (Divis) falls in love with 
Oñegin (Ulrich) and in a whim 
decides to reveal her love for him 
ina letter. Oñegin rejects her. At 
Tatiana’s birthday party, Oñegin 
starts flirting with Olga; this in- 
furiates Lenski who challenges 
‘ him to a duel at which Lenski gets 
killed. Years later, Oñegin and 
Tatiana meet again. She is now the 

_ wife of Prince Gremin. Oñegin re- 
alizes that he is in love with her, 
and confesses his love to Tatiana. 
This time he is rejected. 

The opera, sang in Russian, 
(the Russian Coach was Irina 
Prilipko-Morgan) opens with 
Filipievna (Barnes) and Madame 
Larina (Dey-Toth, who is making 
her company’s debut) at the gar- 
den of her countryside home 
From the house we hear the voices 
of Tatiana (Divis) and Olga 
(Roghfuss, also making her debut 
with the Company) singing a very 
lovely duet in which the girls sing 
that “habitis a gift for heaven and

As an actor, 
Oñegin (Ulrich) interpreted his 
difficult part well. “I must repair 
honesty with honesty,” he tells 
Tatiana in full beautiful-sounding 
tones, “I love you as a brother. 
marriage would be a torture for 
both of us.” 

Another good performance 
was that of Monsieur Triquet 
(Christopher Fernandez). and if 
his diction of French, in the song 
he sings to Tatiana for her birth 
day, was not perfect, his acting of 
the effeminate singer was comi 
cal.

the original were missing in the 
version presented by Opera San 
lose. In Act I, the reapers who 
present Madame Larina with a 
decorated sheaf, the rapid choral 
dance, and the duet between 
Tatiana and her sister in which 
Olga shows her practicality and 
Fatiana that she is a dreamer. 
Missing also from Act III was the 
dance, presented as a ballet, of the 
Polonaise 
Eugene Onegin, IS 
Tchaikovsky's most famous op- 
era. It is based on the novel, in 
verse recognized as the finest 
work in Russian poetry, written by 
Alexander Pushkin. In its music, 
based on the French grand Opera 
tradition, Tchaikovsky demon- 
strates a wide range of aesthetic 
and compositional approaches.

“I expect a lot more out of 
myself,” Viloria said. “I'm the 
type of boxer who gets better as 
the week goes on.” 

Fellow American David 
Jackson, fighting at 60 kilograms 
(132 pounds), pounded out a 19- 
7 victory over Naoufel Ben 
Rabah of Tunisia as a replace- 
ment for Marshall Martinez, who 
quit the U.S. team to turn pro. 

Jackson, who returned to the 
sport this year after a two-year 
absence, set up his punches with 
a good left jab and took complete 
control after leading only 5-4 in 
the second round.

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Riding a Volatile Stock Market: 


A Long-Term Focus Can Make the Ride Smoother 


(NAPS)—With the stock mar- 
ket entering volatile new territory, 
many investors are bracing them- 
selves for the worst. But an un- 
predictable market doesn’t have to 
be a painful experience--particu- 
larly if investors follow a few 
sound principles of long-term 
investing. 

According to Jim Thompson, a 
director of shareholder education 
at Scudder Investments, the mar- 
ket is always unpredictable. But 
these days, the market is experi- 
encing particularly steep climbs 
and sudden drops, due in part to 
volatile “sector” stocks. It’s no sur- 
prise that many investors are 
questioning the appropriateness 
of their investments--and are 
tempted to sell in a panic. That’s 
the last thing you should do, says 
Thompson. 

Thompson advises individuals 
to remember why they bought a 
particular fund, and whether that 
purpose is still valid. Given life’s 
uncertainties, investors should 
tailor their investments for partic- 
ular “life-events” needs--such as 
building assets for retirement or 
saving for children’s college educa- 
tion--and whenever possible to 
invest for the long term. 

Thompson also says education 
is essential to making sound 


; investments. “When you have a 


good understanding of how the 
financial markets work, as well as 
basic investment principles, you 
feel more confident about your 
decisions,” Thompson says. To-
